Faced with two roads diver¬ 
ging before him, Edmonton 
Mayor Stephen Mandel forged 
a third path all his own Tues¬ 
day. 

Despite earlier promises to 
make an announcement on 
his political future during his 
State of the City address, Man- 
del instead said he remained 
undecided about his next step. 

“As much as I pride myself 
on clear direction, I don’t have 
an answer today,” he said dur¬ 
ing his speech at the Shaw 
Conference Centre, drawing 
an audible gasp from the audi¬ 
ence of 2,000. 

The mayor went on to take 
direct aim at the provincial 
government, saying it was too 
easy to make tough decisions 
when only Edmonton suffers 
the consequences. 

“It often seems too easy 
to see the problems of our 
province as being located in 
the capital,” he said. “In the 
delicate balance of urban and 
rural politics, which our prov¬ 
ince has the difficult task of 
managing, we have come up 
short too often.” 

Mandel, who has consist¬ 
ently argued that the city 


must think bigger, said the 
provincial budget, especially 
the cuts to post-secondaiy 
education, left him concerned 
about the long-term future of 
the city. 

“I wony that a new era 
of ‘good enough’ thinking is 
poised to undermine our long¬ 
term economic prosperity.” 

Mandel also highlighted 
regional challenges and said 
he’s worried that Edmonton 
and its neighbours are losing 
sight of the bigger picture. 

“When I see a growing 
regional partnership once 
again devolve into myopic 
self-interest, I worry that petty 
competition will block our 
true potential.” 

Mandel’s announcement 
will likely delay decisions 
from other potential chal¬ 
lengers who might have con¬ 
sidered running. Mandel said 
he was aware there were time¬ 
lines and real deadlines but he 
encouraged people to decide 
their own political future. 

“Anyone thinking about 
their own political decisions 
for the October election will 
choose how and when to play 
their hands,” he said.

Days after Adam Shaw 
heroically saved two girls 
in a dramatic rescue on the 
North Saskatchewan River, 
Edmonton Fire Rescue warned 
residents to stay off the ice. 

Patrick Lucki, captain of 
Edmonton Fire Rescue Station 
6, said spring is one of the 
deadliest times of the year on 


Edmonton’s rivers. 

“The main message is stay 
off the ice,” Lucki said at the 
Capilano Park boat launch on 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Lucki said when people 
venture onto icy rivers, they’re 
putting both themselves and 
others at risk. 

“When they do go in the 
water, the hypothermia sets 
in, their muscles don’t work 
and now they can’t even 
rescue themselves,” he said.

Man who witnessed LRT beating 
plans anti-bullying campaign 



Good Samaritan. 

Attack that resulted in 
death ‘was an extreme

More than three months after 
Manwar Khan tried to stop 
a deadly beating on the LRT, 
the “horrifying situation” still 
haunts him. 

He thinks about the sav¬ 
age assault eveiy day. He has 
trouble sleeping. He questions 
what he would have done dif¬ 
ferently if he could “rewind” 
to December. 

A simple LRT ride turned 
into a fife-changing experi¬ 
ence for Khan, and, as a result, 
he’s decided to launch an “an¬ 
ti-bullying/say no to bystand¬ 
ers” campaign. 

“What happened on the 
LRT was an extreme form of 
bullying,” Khan said. 

On Dec. 28, Khan left work 
early and boarded the LRT at 
the Corona station. 

His ride was interrupted 
near Stadium station when 
two men began fighting. 


When Khan saw blood on one 
man’s face, he realized “it was 
getting serious.” 

He pushed the train’s emer¬ 
gency button. He shouted and 
screamed. He asked the other 
passengers for help. 

By the time a man came 
forward, the train had stopped 


at Belvedere station. 

All of the passengers, in¬ 
cluding Khan, got off the train. 
The attack raged on as the 
train continued to Clareview 
station. 

John Hollar eventually suc¬ 
cumbed to his injuries and 
died in hospital. 


Jeremy Newborn has been 
charged with second-degree 
murder. 

Khan was labelled a hero 
after the incident. He’s re¬ 
ceived letters from dozens of 
people, including the premier, 
who commended him for his 
actions. 


Background

marked the first 
homicide on Edmonton’s 
LRT in its 34-year history. 


• Khan is a father of 
two-year-old twins who 
moved to Canada from 
Bangladesh in 2001 to 
study computer science 
at the University of 
Lethbridge. 


“I don’t feel like I’m an LRT 
hero.... I tried, but I couldn’t 
save that guy,” said Khan, who 
works in Alberta Human Ser¬ 
vices. 

After thinking about his 
own two children and receiv¬ 
ing encouragement from his 
father, Khan was motivated 
to start an anti-bullying initia¬ 
tive. 

He’s planning a launch 
event for the end of April and 
is keen to hear from local or¬ 
ganizations who want to help. 
He wants to educate people 
about bullying and the role by¬ 
standers have when witness¬ 
ing violence. 

“Bystanders are powerful,” 
he said. “We just don’t know 
we’re powerful.”

A major commuter route will 
become a traffic tie-up Thurs¬ 
day as the city closes a section 
of Saskatchewan Drive. 

The closure will affect Sas¬ 
katchewan Drive between 90 
Avenue and 101 Street from 
April 4 until July 31, though the 
road will re-open to eastbound 
traffic on June 1. 

The city became concerned 
about the slope adjacent to the 
roadway, leading down into 
the river valley. While the city 
doesn’t fear an imminent col¬ 
lapse, they are installing a re-

Grant aims to help women 



An Edmonton association 
committed to ending all 
forms of violence against 
women and girls got a big 
boost from the federal gov¬ 
ernment on Tuesday. 

MP Rona Ambrose an¬ 
nounced nearly $200,000 
in government funds for 
a 24-month project organ¬ 
ized by the Indo-Canadian 
Women’s Association. 

The project will target 
women and girls from di¬

Stephen Mandel is not yet 
ready to announce whether 
he will run for a fourth-term 
as Edmonton’s mayor. Speak¬ 
ing to a crowd of more than 
2,000 Edmontonians at his 
annual State of the City ad¬ 
dress, Mandel avoided the 
topic of his political future, 
instead lashing out at the 
provincial government’s deep 
cuts to the post-secondary 
education budget.

If Mandel decides to retire, 
this October’s vote will be the 
first mayoral election since 
1968 without an incumbent or 
interim mayor on the ballot.

Direct aim. Mayor 
shares strong criticism

Mayor Stephen Mandel 
weighed in against the prov¬ 
incial budget and strongly in 
favour of the city’s post-sec- 
ondaiy institutions Tuesday.

Potential 
mayoral 
contenders 
prepared 
to wait 

The race to replace him will 
have to wait either a few more 
months or four more years, 
after Mayor Stephen Mandel 
postponed a decision on his 
political future Tuesday. 

While he had been ex¬ 
pecting to announce his plans, 
Mandel said he needs more 
time and that other candidates 
should make their own deci¬ 
sions. 

“I respect and encourage 
all those people who wish to 
step forward to do so on their 
own schedule, not on mine,” 
he said. 

Potential candidates for the 
top job were not taking that 
advice Tuesday, most pledging 
to wait. 

“I am going to wait to (see) 
what he decides he’s going 
to do and then make my 
decision,” said Coun. Amarjeet 
Sohi, one potential contender. 

Coun. Karen Leibovici said 
she won’t run against Mandel 
and welcomed the postpone¬ 
ment of election season. “It’s a 
bit of a relief — a weight off of 
our shoulders right now.” 

Coun. Don Iveson echoed 
that sentiment. “This adds 
more time. I hadn’t made a 
decision one way or the other. 

I have said I won’t run against 
Mayor Mandel.” 

Coun. Kerry Diotte said the 
decision for him will be about 
support in the community. 

“I would have to gauge 
support to see if there is some¬ 
thing like that before I make a

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Robocalls. Tory worker 
charged in election fraud 


A junior Conservative cam¬ 
paign worker in Guelph, Ont. 
has been charged under the 
Elections Act for fraudulent ro¬ 
bocalls made during the 2011 
election campaign. 

The charge was confirmed 
by the lawyer for Michael Sona, 
a young employee on the cam¬ 
paign of candidate Marty Burke. 

Elections Canada has been 
investigating hundreds of 
fraudulent calls in Guelph and 
dozens of other ridings that 
purported to be from the elec¬ 
tions regulator. 

Voters were told their poll¬ 


ing stations had been moved, 
part of an alleged scam to sup¬ 
press non-Conservative voters. 

Sona, now 24, asserts that 
he is being made a scapegoat 
by the party brass. His lawyer, 
Norm Boxail, echoed that alleg¬ 
ation in a statement Tuesday. 

“If the government was 
interested in the public being 
fully informed ... a full public 
inquiiy would be called, rather 
than a charge laid against a 
single individual who ... clearly 
lacked the resources and access 
to the data required.”

N.Y.C Lawmaker arrested 
over alleged plot to bribe 
his way into mayoral race 


A New York state lawmaker 
was arrested Tuesday along 
with several other politicians 
for an alleged plot to get him 
into the race for mayor of New 
York City. 

Democratic state Sen. Mal¬ 
colm Smith tried to pay off 
some of New York City’s Repub¬ 
lican Party bosses to get himself 
on the ballot, federal author¬ 
ities said.

U.S. border. Customs 
flagged her for carrying 
condoms and lingerie, 
UBC student alleges 




A UBC student who tried to 
go through U.S. customs three 
times last month while cany- 
ing condoms and sexy lingerie 
says she was interrogated for 
hours, accused of being a sex 
worker and warned she could 
be banned from the U.S. for 
five years. 

Creative-writing student 
Clay Nikiforuk, 24, has asked 
that her real name be with¬ 
held. She said she was told she 
now needs a visa proving she 
has no intent to settle in the 
U.S. to cross the border. 

Her ordeal started in early 
March. Alone, she boarded a 
bus to Boston from Montreal, 
where she lives and is en¬ 
rolled in distance education. 

At the border crossing in 
Vermont, she said officers 
questioned her about eight 
or so condoms in her suit¬ 
case and about her under¬ 
garments. 

“I was like, ‘Yeah, some 
girls like shoes, I like nice 
underwear,’ and then realized 
it was really not funny,” she 
said. “They were taking it very 
seriously ... and looking at my 
condoms and counting them.” 

Nikiforuk was eventually 
let through but didn’t learn 
until later she had been flag¬ 
ged as a suspected prostitute. 

On March 24, she was back 
in Montreal heading through 
U.S. customs on a flight to 


Aruba via Miami accompan¬ 
ied by a married man. 

Nikiforuk said the man’s 
wife knows about their affair. 

She said as soon as she 
gave her passport to U.S. bor¬ 
der control she was asked, 
“How much is he paying you 
to go on this trip?” 

When she said he was not, 
she was berated for participat¬ 
ing in adulteiy but let go. 

When it was time to travel 
home from Aruba on March 
27, she says U.S. customs 
interrogated her for eight 
hours. When asked what, if 
not sex work, she does for a 
living, she said she is writing a 
book about sexual assault. 

“He asked, ‘Are you look¬ 
ing to be sexually assaulted?”’ 


she said. She alleges that after 
hours of interrogation, she 
was denied entiy to the U.S., 
although her partner was not 
questioned. They spent $900 
each on plane tickets to Can¬ 
ada via Panama, plus paid for 
two extra nights in a hotel. 

She admits she has been 
paid for some freelance mod¬ 
elling work in the U.S. but in¬ 
sists she was questioned in all 
three instances in March pri¬ 
marily on suspicion of being a 
sex worker. 

U.S. Customs and Border 
Patrol spokesman Mike Milne 
said he cannot comment due 
to privacy laws, but that in 
general anyone coming into 
the U.S. frequently is assumed 
to be an intended immigrant. 


Legal checkup 


Suspicion 
is enough 

Miami-based immigration 
lawyer Steve Goldstein 
said he’s never heard of 
someone being barred 
from entering the U.S. 
solely because they were 
carrying condoms. 

And he said he sus¬ 
pects there were likely 
other factors at play 
when Clay Nikiforuk 
(not her real name) was 
denied entry to the U.S. 
after travelling to Aruba, 
such as her website stat¬ 
ing she poses for nude 
modelling photo shoots 
and the fact she was 
travelling with a married 
man. 

U.S. Customs and 
Border Patrol spokesman 
Mike Milne said suspicion 
of prostitution is enough 
to deny someone admis¬ 
sion to the country under 
U.S. immigration law. 

“If they have suspi¬ 
cion of something, and 
it’s something that falls 
under the Immigration 
Act as a ground of in¬ 
admissibility, they pretty 
much are judge and jury,” 
Goldstein said. “They 
make the decision: you’re 
in or you’re out.” 

Nikiforuk still con¬ 
tends she is the victim of 
a sexist double standard, 
because a man would 
never be investigated to 
begin with simply for 
carrying condoms and 
nice underwear, metro 


Dutch architects crowdfund a bridge 



Modem development had cut 
off a thriving pre-war core of 
Rotterdam from the rest of 
the city, and officials said a 
connecting bridge would take 
30 years to finance. 

So a team of young archi¬ 
tects decided to crowdfund it. 

More than 1,300 planks 
later, each one stamped with 
the sponsor’s name, the first 
18 metres of the wooden Lu- 
chtsingel bridges two down¬ 
town halves of the Dutch city. 

By summer, architect Kris¬ 
tian Koreman said, another 
100 metres will stretch the 
bridge further into the old city 


core, adding a circular hub 
with a culinaiy park under¬ 
neath. 

ZUS architects and the 
International Architecture Bi¬ 
ennale Rotterdam managed to 
raise $130,000 in the first four 
months of the project in 2012. 


A plank costs $32.50 and a 
segment $162.50. The project, 
I Make Rotterdam, was under¬ 
way when it won a popular 
vote competition for a gov¬ 
ernment grant that kicked in 
another $4 million in infra¬ 
structure money that speeded 


constmction. 

“It’s a new reality. We have 
retreating governments and 
an ongoing economic crisis. 
But people are no longer sim¬ 
ply going to wait for things to 
happen,” Koreman said. 

“There is a soft revolution 
going on.” 

ZUS is keenly interested in 
other city core developments, 
including in Canada, Kore¬ 
man said. He has joined in 
workshop discussions in Van¬ 
couver on alternative architec¬ 
ture and would happily do the 
same in Toronto, he said.

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Fallen from grace. Former priest pleads 
guilty to meth-possession charges 


A suspended U.S.-based Cath¬ 
olic priest accused of making 
more than $300,000 in meth- 
amphetamine sales while 
running a sex shop pleaded 
guilty Tuesday to a federal 
drug charge. 

Kevin Wallin, 61, admitted 
to conspiracy to possess with 
intent to distribute metham- 


phetamine, and was sched¬ 
uled to be sentenced June 25. 
The prosecution and defence 
agreed on a sentence of 11 to 
14 years in prison. 

Prosecutors said Wallin 
had meth mailed to him from 
California and sold the drugs 
out of his apartment last year. 
He also bought an adult video 


and sex toy shop named Land 
of Oz & Dorothy’s Place, ap¬ 
parently to launder the drug 
money, authorities said. 

Wallin appeared to have 
no supporters in the court¬ 
room. He was led out of the 
room in handcuffs and re¬ 
mains detained.

Ali Medlej was a football 
player. “A big guy,” as Darelc 
Bishop puts it. “He was prob¬ 
ably like six-foot-two, 250 
pounds.” 

Xristos Katsiroubas was a 
“preppy kid” whose demean¬ 
or took a turn for the worse 
between his first and second 
years of high school. 

“He started hanging out 
with shady people, and I saw 
him change,” Bishop said. 
“He was talking different, his 
whole attitude changed.” 

It’s been more than five 
years since Bishop roamed 
the halls of a London, Ont., 
high school with Medlej and 
Katsiroubas. 

Now he — and many other 
Londoners — are left wonder¬ 
ing how two local boys could 
be part of an al-Qaida-led at¬ 
tack on an Algerian gas plant.

• Two others from the 
London area might have 
travelled to Algeria with 
Medlej and Katsiroubas, 
according to reports, but 
it isn't known if they were 
involved in the attack.

The Canadian Radio¬ 
television and Telecommunica¬ 
tions Commission says Ontario 
Consumer Credit Assistance 
and Quick Connect Solutions 
both failed to get the consent of 
people they robocalled to pro¬ 
mote their services. 

The regulator’s rules bar 
companies from using auto¬ 
diallers without the permission 
of the people being called. The 
CRTC fined Ontario Consum¬ 
er Credit Assistance $69,000 
and Quick Connect Solutions 
$ 11 , 000 . 

“We appreciate that Ontario 
Consumer Credit Assistance 
and Quick Connect Solutions 
fully co-operated with our in¬ 
vestigation and committed to 
changing their telemarketing 
practices,” CRTC chief com¬ 
pliance officer Andrea Rosen

Has Facebook become less fun? 
That’s something many users 
— especially those in their 
teens and early 20s — are ask¬ 
ing themselves as they wade 
through endless posts, photos 
“liked” by people they barely 
know and spur-of-the moment 
friend requests. Has it all be¬ 
come too much of a chore? Are 
the important life events of 
your closest loved ones drown¬ 
ing in a sea of banana-slicer 
jokes? 

“When I first got Facebook I 
literally thought it was the cool¬ 
est thing to have. If you had a 
Facebook you kind of fit in bet¬ 
ter, because other people had 
one,” says Rachel Fernandez, 
18, who first signed on to the 
site four or five years ago.

Pay-as-you-weigh. 

Samoa Air will charge 
passengers for baggage 
— and personal bulk 


Samoa Air has become the first 
airline in the world to charge 
passengers by weight. 

Instead of a flat rate per 
seat, the airline will charge pas¬ 
sengers a fixed price per kilo¬ 
gram, with the price vaiying 
depending on the route. 

The pay-as-you-weigh sys¬ 
tem was announced on the 
airline’s website. “We at Samoa 
Air are keeping airfares fair, by 
charging our passengers only 
for what they weigh. You are 
the master of your Air ‘fair,’ 
you decide how much (or little) 
your ticket will cost. 

“No more exorbitant excess 
baggage fees, or being charged 
for baggage you may not cany. 
Your weight plus your baggage 
items, is what you pay for. Sim¬ 
ple.” 

The airline posted the news 
on its Facebook page, getting 
mixed reaction. Some liked the 
idea, while Gus Crichton was 
among those who rejected such 
a plan. “What? I have to give 
up my body building career so 
I can get a cheaper fare? Fat 
chance,” he wrote.

Meredov, called it “immoral 
and discriminating.” Another 
suggested this policy is like ask¬ 
ing people with bigger feet to 
pay extra for bigger shoes. 

The airline’s chief executive 
Chris Langton told ABC radio 
he believes it is the fairest sys¬ 
tem for charging passengers. 
“Anyone who travels at times 
has felt they have been paying 
for half of the passenger next to 
them,” he said.

Horror films. Evil Dead 
returns this weekend,

Are there any more frighten¬ 
ing words in a horror movie 
synopsis than “five friends 
head to a remote cabin?” 

That phrase has been the 
starting point for many scary 
scripts, conjuring up visions 
of ancient evil life forms, 
dangerous hillbilly types, 
mysterious incantations and 
lines like, “No matter what, 
we have to stay together.” 

The cabin-in-the-woods 
genre is decades old, but al¬ 
most always follows the same 
formula: five good-looking 
teens, say, a jock, a stoner, 
some hot girls, one a brain- 
iac, and a party girl go to a 
cabin, and only one or two 
make it home. 


This weekend’s Evil Dead 
shakes up the formula to an 
extent. 

In it some handsome 
people head to an isolated 
cottage not to drink and party 
but to help Mia (Jane Levy) 
lack her addiction to drugs. 

The details are different, 
but the outcome — and this 
isn’t a spoiler, just a state¬ 
ment of fact — is the same 
and that’s what we like about 
the genre. 

The most well loved cabin 


in the woods movies must be 
the first two Sam Raimi Evil 
Dead films. 

The original, and name¬ 
sake of the series, was ac¬ 
tually shot in a real life aban¬ 
doned cottage. 

In it five friends go to a 
cabin in the woods (sound 
familiar?), discover a Book of 
the Dead and unleash flesh- 
possessing demons. 

It made a star of Bruce 
Campbell and led to a sequel, 
Evil Dead II, another cabin 


movie that is equal parts silly 
and scaiy. 

Eli Roth made his director¬ 
ial debut with Cabin Fever, 
a movie inspired by real life 
events. 

The idea for a film about 
a group of friends in a (you 
guessed it!) cabin in the 
woods, tormented by a flesh¬ 
eating virus and homicidal 
townsfolk, came to him as he 
worked on a horse farm. 

“I was cleaning hay out of 
this barn and got this infec¬ 
tion on my face,” he says. 

The rash got so bad that, “I 
went to shave and I literally 
shaved a third of my face off.” 

It hurt, but he looked at 
the bright side. 

“I thought, ‘This is actual¬ 
ly going make a great movie 
one day.’” 

Sleepaway Camp — ignore 
the sequels, although the 
number two’s title Unhappy 
Campers is pretty great — 
sets the action at a summer 
camp. This gory slasher flick 
is most notable for a wild 
twist ending that has been 
called a “jaw-dropping, tape¬ 
rewinding, pause-and-stare- 
and-call-your-friends-over-to- 
stare” moment.

By age 21, Charlotte Church 
had dazzled everyone from 
the pope to the president, 
earning legions of fans with 
her angelic, operatic voice. 
But forever being known as 
a classical artist wasn’t what 
she wanted for herself. 

“It’s a beautiful art form, 
but I just sort of found it lim¬ 
iting,” says the Welsh singer 
songwriter, now 27, who 
just debuted One & Two, 
two EPs that are her first 
U.S. releases in more than a 
decade. “I just wanted to ex¬ 
press (myself) in a different 
way and after a while, sing¬ 
ing somebody else’s music, I 
found it dull.” 

One & Two isn’t Church’s 


first crossover attempt, but 
it’s the first one she truly 
believes in. She calls an ear¬ 
lier pop album of hers “a 
really s— album, a throw¬ 
away, commercial album,” 
and says that it took so long 
for her to make a return to 
the States because “I just 
never felt like it was right 
and I never felt like I had 
anything really good that I 
really wanted to push.” 

During her time out of 
the U.S. spotlight, she had 
two kids, hosted a sketch 
television show in the U.K. 
and was a victim of Britain’s 
phone-hacking scandal. She 
calls the renewed attention 
on her music, as opposed to 
her personal life, “incred¬ 
ibly liberating.” 

Church admits that re- 
framing people’s opinions 
of her and the type of mu¬ 
sic she performs “has been 
pretty challenging.” 

“It’s sort of a good thing 
because I think that a lot of 
people have a lot of affec¬ 
tion for me and my music 
when I was little. And, I 
don’t know, especially over 


here because I’ve been 
famous for such a long time, 
you (become) some distant 
family member, or like 
a character in a long-run¬ 
ning show,” she says. “So it’s 
really sweet and I do often 
hear, ‘Oh, you should go 
back to classical music’ but 
I don’t know, I feel like I’ve 
sort of done that.” 

Church wrote and self- 
released One & Two on her 
own label, Alligator Wine. 
The music’s haunting, goth¬ 
ic beat evokes the sounds of 
Radiohead, Bjork and LCD 


Soundsystem. But Church 
says the heaviness of her 
new sound shouldn’t be 
taken at face value. 

“Even if you are in a 
happy relationship — and 
I’ve got two beautiful chil¬ 
dren — there are still cer¬ 
tain times when life sucks,” 
she says. “We have a mas¬ 
terfully com- plex range of 
emotions, and I think even 
though a lot of the stuff on 
both EPs is kind of dark, 
the one thing that I sort of 
always aim for is ... some 
sound of hopefulness.”

Prague TV tower boasts 
unique hotel option 


A tall television tower in the 
Czech capital of Prague that 
has been called one of the 
world’s ugliest buildings has 
a new and unique attraction, 
a one-room hotel looking out 
on the city from 70 metres 
above ground. 

But some might argue the 
best thing about the view is 
that you don’t have to look at 
the tower itself. The tower, 
which stands 216 metres tall, 
is a dominant but controversial 
landmark of the city skyline. 

Prague is sometimes called 
the city of 100 spires, but the 
tower stands out amid the pic¬ 
turesque cityscape of centuries- 
old churches and other historic 
sites. It’s the city’s tallest build¬ 
ing, at the equivalent of about 
70 stories high, and it was a de¬ 
spised symbol of the commun¬ 
ist regime that started building 
it in 1985. Locals have grad¬ 
ually come to accept it since its 
completion in 1992, but a 2009 
international survey placed it 
second among the ugliest build¬ 
ings in the world. 

The tower already features 



a restaurant and observation 
deck offering a breathtaking 
view of the city, but a recent, 
thorough renovation of the 
spire added the hotel room. 

The room is considered so 
luxurious that it’s being adver¬ 
tised as six stars. It opened Feb. 
13 and is available for $1,300 a

So you’ve been chosen for an 
interview. Yay! Now comes the 
time to prepare and brush up 
on your interview skills. 

One of the things you need 
to consider is what type of 
interview is it? Read below for 
the three main types of inter¬ 
views to see what employers 
are looking for in each type 
and what you can do to ace the 
interview. 

One-on-one interview 

This is the most common type. 

What the employer is 
seeking 

It involves you and the inter¬ 
viewer having a one-on-one 
chat about why you’ve applied 
for the position, discussing 
your qualifications and past 
experiences and assessing your 
skills to see if you are a good fit 
for the employer. 

What you should do 

• Always bring a copy of your 
resume with you to the inter¬ 
view and know what is on your 
resume inside and out. 

• When the interviewer asks 
you questions, you will need 
to refer to specific examples 


from your resume and high- 
fight what skills and strengths 
you developed from those ex¬ 
periences, as well as both the 
positive and negative aspects of 
your previous employment and 
how you dealt with them. 

Group Interview 

This involves you and a few 
other job seekers who have 
applied for the same position 
or department as you. The 
employer will interview all of 
you simultaneously to see if 
you would work well in a team 
environment with your co¬ 
workers. 

What the employer is 
seeking 

• In this type of interview, the 
employer wants to assess your 
ability to work as part of a team 
by seeing you in action. 

• The employer wifi judge you 
based on how you well you 
interact with the other appli¬ 
cants and your contributions to 
the interview discussion. 

What you should do: 

• Greet the other applicants 
and introduce yourself. 

• Don’t interrupt other appli¬ 


cants when they’re talking but 
feel free to contribute to others’ 
answers. 

Telephone Interview 

Based on your availability and 
time or location constraints, 
the employer may decide to 
interview you on the phone. 

What the employer is 
seeking 

• The employer will want to 
hear a clear, vibrant voice. 

• He/she will be testing your 
ability to think on the spot and 
articulate your answers. 

What you should do 

• Firstly, schedule a phone call 
for a time when you know you 
for sure that you wifi be avail¬ 
able. 

• Again, have your resume in 
front of you so that you can be 
ready to answer questions. 

• Don’t rush your answers, but 
instead take the time to form 
clear responses.

both you and the interviewer.”

only allows you to showcase 
your manners, but once again 
gives you the chance to try and 
nab a position. 

How to write a good thank 
you note 

Toughlouian offers the follow¬ 
ing advice for students and re¬ 
cent grads who are whipping 
up a note of gratitude: 

• Keep it brief and concise 

• Provide a brief recap of the 
skills you can bring to the job 


• Be specific by highlighting 
key conversation points that 
stood out to you 

• Time is of the essence: thank 
you notes should be sent 

out within 24 hours of the 
interview 

Should you send a thank you 
note by email or snail mail? 

“I still think there’s a bit of 
charm to a handwritten note,” 
Toughlouian says, “but in this 
day and age email just makes 
the most sense.” 

Sometimes in an interview 
there wifi be a business card ex¬ 
change, which is a good indica¬ 
tor that email is an acceptable 
form of communication. 

In fact, more than two 
thirds of HR managers say they 
prefer email, while 48 per cent 
say they’d still appreciate a 
handwritten note. 

“[Email] is also the least in¬ 
trusive method of communica¬ 
tion,” Toughlouian adds. Not 
only that, but it ensures the 
message will actually get to the 
recipient.

Tiramisu becomes Maple Tira- 
misu in this Canadian version 
of the Italian favourite. 

1. In a bowl, mix together 
the espresso and 125 ml (1/2 
cup) of the maple syrup, then 
add the liqueur and dried 
fruit. Set aside. 


2. In bowl, beat the egg 
whites until stiff peaks form. 

3. In another large bowl, beat 
the mascarpone, egg yolks, 
vanilla and remaining maple 
syrup. Then, carefully fold 
into the egg whites using a 
spatula.

Review. If there’s 
a standup in the 
Honda’s 2013 lineup, 
it's the CR-Z, but not 
for the reasons you 
might expect

When it comes to the 2013 
Honda CR-Z, the car’s true pur¬ 
pose remains masked by its 
contradictions, even after re¬ 
ceiving a modest makeover and 
powertrain upgrade. 

Visually, the car appears 
as sporty as all get out and a 
modem interpretation of the 
cute little CRX buzz-bomb of 
the 1980s and early ’90s. That 
Civic-based two-seater was the 
ideal dance partner for drivers 
of modest means who wanted 
something that was light on 
its feet, looked cool and could 
perform magic zipping around 


town or over twisty highways. 

Honda envisions a signifi¬ 
cantly different role for the 
CR-Z, however, one that blends 
modest performance with an 
equally modest attempt at eco- 
ffiendliness with its gasoline- 
electric hybrid power system. 

The result is a pretty de¬ 
cent (and attractive) commuter 
vehicle, but it’s ultimately a 
car that won’t set the hearts of 
sports-car fans aflutter. Like a 
timid swimmer, the CR-Z only 
sticks its big toe into the auto¬ 
motive mainstream, something 
that anyone wishing to avoid 
the sameness of your typical 
econo-box should find appeal¬ 
ing. 

The CR-Z comes with a se¬ 
lectable “3-Mode Drive System” 
with Sport, Normal and Econ 
settings to allow the driver a 
choice of efficiencies in operat¬ 
ing performance and fuel con¬ 
sumption. Added for 2013 is a 
unique Plus Sport System. Pro¬ 
vided the batteiy has at least a 
50 per cent charge, pushing 
the “S+” button on the steering 


wheel while accelerating pro¬ 
duces an extra boost of power 
that lasts for up to five seconds, 
regardless of which of the three 
drive-system modes you’re in. 

Fuel economy should be 
close to the 2012 model’s 
6.5/5.3 (1/100 km) city/highway 
numbers, however better re¬ 
sults can be achieved with the 
CVT option that should top out 
at about 5.6/5.0 city/highway. 
Other manufacturer’s hybrids 
can do better, but most cost 
more than the CR-Z’s estimat¬ 
ed $24,500 asking price, which 
includes destination charges. 

For that entiy fee you can 


count on all of the usual and ex¬ 
pected comfort features, along 
with ambient console lighting, 
high-intensity discharge head¬ 
lights and a 360-watt premium 
audio system. Heated leather 
seats and a navigation system 
with rear-view camera are avail¬ 
able with the Premium Pack¬ 
age. 

Otherwise the CR-Z’s ad¬ 
vantages appear to outweigh 
its drawbacks. The car’s sharp 
styling, comfortable cabin and 
extra-roomy and versatile cargo 
area are not-to-be-overloolced 
virtues that make it an ideal 
touring car for two.

Are you road ready? 


Auto Know. Planning 
and preparation 
can save you from 
becoming stranded on 
your next road trip 


Getting stranded on the side of 
the road happens to eveiyone 
at one point or another, but 
holiday trauma is less likely 
with a little planning. 

Yes, indeed, according to 
auto experts, planning and 
preparation actually works. 
Who knew. Sarcasm aside, of 
course we know this, so why 
don’t many of us follow our 
gut instincts ... or all of that 
professional advice? 

Take some time and invest 
in an inspection, especially 
if you have a long road trip 
planned ... and before it’s too 
late. Most car manufacturers 
recommend regular service 
according to what’s showing 
on the odometer, but we have 
some tips that just aren’t in the 
manual. Yes, there’s a manual. 

Boiling over and leaking 

No matter how fresh and 
green engine coolant looks, 
it becomes acidic over time. 
That stuff will eat your en¬ 
gine from the inside out. 
So it needs to be tested and 
changed if necessary. 

Then there are the hoses. 
If you’re doing the inspec¬ 
tion yourself, check them 
for leaks, cracks and swell¬ 
ing, which are all signs of 
fatigue. While you’re under 
there (with the engine off), 
never, ever remove the radi¬ 
ator cap unless the engine is 


cold, never wear loose cloth¬ 
ing or jewelry/watches and, 
for goodness sake, take off 
that necktie. 

Oil changes are still needed 

Many car companies recom¬ 
mend an oil-and-filter change 
eveiy three months or 5,000 
to 8,000 kilometres, while 
some want you to do it less 
often. Consult your owners’ 
manual to find out regular 
maintenance schedule specif¬ 
ics, and here’s why. 

Worn-out oil actually works 
against your engine, acting as 
an abrasive instead of a lubri¬ 
cant, causing excessive wear 
and premature failure). Before 
heading out on the open road 
for a 5,000 km road trip, give 
it a change. Or, if the change is 
scheduled to occur sometime 
during the trip, drop off the 
vehicle for a few hours at a lube 
shop along the way and plan a 
bus trip or a wax-museum visit. 

Brakes 

Perhaps no other part of your 
vehicle takes as much punish¬ 
ment as the brakes. Have a 
technician inspect the system 
for wear and proper operation. 

Since your minivan/ 
maxitruck/Mini Cooper will 
most likely be packed to the 
gills with family members 
(who you presumably love) for 
a road trip, it’s no time to lose 
your brakes. A lesson we’ve 
learned the hard way is never, 
ever scrimp on brake pads 
since there can be dramatic 
performance differences. 

Wheel alignment 

Well, you made it through 


pothole season with your 
teeth and tailbone intact, 
but how’s your car doing? 
Because of the delicate cali¬ 
bration of all four wheels in 
today’s automobiles, hitting 
just one pothole can throw 
the alignment out of whack. 

Uneven tire wear and/or 
steering difficulty can point 
to alignment problems. And 
since your suspension is much 
“stiffer” in the winter (cold 
contracts the parts and turns 
normally soft rubber bush¬ 
ings into roclc-like pieces), the 
“thud” from a big pothole in 
the spring can do some serious 
damage. Best get on that. 

Windshield woes 

A dirty windshield causes eye 
fatigue and poses a safety haz¬ 
ard. Like, you haven’t heard 
that a million times before. 
But just because you have 
new wiper blades doesn’t 
mean you have clear vision. 

On older vehicles that see a 
lot of highway use, the wind¬ 
shield becomes sandblasted 
and pitted, creating a fuzzy, 
hazy view.

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Subaru’s ‘boxer’ engine all about balance 



Driving Force. 

A boxer engine 
provides predictability 
and makes it easy to

To most people, a boxer is 
someone who makes his liv¬ 
ing in the ring. But there’s 
another definition in the auto¬ 
motive world — it’s a type 
of engine, and the only kind 
you’ll find in a Subaru vehicle. 

“It’s also called a horizon¬ 
tally opposed or flat engine,” 
says Ted Lallca, vice-president 
of product planning and mar¬ 
keting for Subaru Canada. 

“They tend to be compact 
and lightweight, and they pro¬ 
duce a fair amount of power 
to weight. They’re still used 
in aviation for those reasons, 
and our company has a back¬ 
ground in the aircraft indus- 
tiy, so we developed an exper¬ 
tise in these types of engines.” 


The heart of an engine is 
a large, heavy shaft called the 
crankshaft. It’s attached to pis¬ 
tons, which slide inside cylin¬ 
ders when they’re powered by 
the exploding force of gasoline 
that’s been detonated by the 
spark plugs. The pistons turn 
the crankshaft, and its spin¬ 
ning motion is what ultimately 
turns the car’s wheels. 


It’s similar to the way your 
legs move up and down to 
turn the pedals on a bicycle, 
with that power used to turn 
the wheels. 

On most engines, the 
pistons are above the crank¬ 
shaft, either in a straight line 
(called an inline engine, the 
most common configuration 
for four-cylinder engines), or 


slanted in two banks, form¬ 
ing a V that gives V6 and V8 
engines their names. But on a 
boxer engine, the four or six 
pistons lie flat on either side 
of the crankshaft, where they 
move horizontally in their 
cylinders to provide power. 

A boxer engine isn’t as tall 
as a regular engine, which 
helps to lower the vehicle’s 


centre of gravity. This im¬ 
proves handling and stability. 

“With the boxer engine, 
it has very good balance be¬ 
tween the left and right side, 
so the vehicle handles in a 
very predictable manner,” 
Lalka says. “In addition, it 
makes servicing the vehicle 
easy. A lot of the compon¬ 
ents can be placed on top of

the engine, so the alternator, 
water pump, and even the oil 
filter are right on top where 
they’re easier to reach.” 

Several companies have 
used the boxer engine de¬ 
sign over the years. Porsche 
currently uses it in the 911, 
Boxster and Cayman. Other 
cars that have used it in the 
past include the Chevrolet 
Corvair and original Volk¬ 
swagen Beetle.

Back in pioneer times, before 
coffee went grande latte, TV 
went reality and information 
went digital, the car buying 
process at a dealership had a 
distinctly operatic feel. 

It took way too long — in 
some cases, four hours plus. 
The drama seemed forced. 
Too many characters kept 
showing up — particularly 
that general sales manager 
guy who didn’t talk much 
but had to have a hand in 
everything. 

Fast forward to these 
modern times and now cus¬ 
tomers have access to the 
Internet. 

According to the 2011 
Google Automotive Shopping 
Behaviour Study, customers 
spend up to eight hours re¬ 
searching their purchase. 

So now, when we show 
up at the dealership, we’re 
much further along in the 


process. Often times we’ve 
already decided on the make 
and model and trim line. 
We’re just there to get the 
vehicle at a fair price, and get 
the heck out of there. 

But no ... The salesperson 
insists you take your place 
on stage, for the full four- 
hour performance. 

Take heart, however, 
that many enlightened auto¬ 
makers and dealers are veiy 
aware of this disconnect and 
have reshaped, or are in the 
process of reshaping, the 
sales process to better serve 
the Internet-sawy customer.

“This is all information 
customers need to make a 
good decision, so let’s ac¬ 
knowledge that and provide 
it to them proactively,” says 
TAG president Mike Trot¬ 
man. 

The sales manager is 
still involved, but introdu¬ 
ces himself or herself early, 
and tries to be a force for 
quickness, rather than a 


force for stretching it out. 
Trotman figures the process 
shaves half to two-thirds off 
the time of a conventional 
one. 

Customers love it. “They 
tell us they never bought a 
vehicle so quick, so easy, and 
with so much fun before.”
